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President's  Message 


A  Message  from  the  President  .  .  . 

The  1992-93  academic  year  was  an 
exceptional  year  for  North  Carolina 
Wesleyan  College.  The  College  expe- 
rienced growth  in  its  hill-time,  adult 
degree,  and  public  service  programs 
during  the  year.  At  year  end,  we 
were  within  two  million  dollars  of 
completing  the  most  significant  cam- 
paign in  our  history,  a  campaign  that 
will  help  us  fulfill  a  30-year  dream  to 
construct  an  auditorium  and  fine  arts 
center. 

Last  fall,  we  fully  implemented  the 
student  services  center  for  our  full- 
time  students.  Staff  in  the  center  help 
our  students  make  the  transition  to 
college  and  begin  their  collegiate 
careers  on  a  sound  academic  base. 
The  work  of  the  center  is  supported 
by  our  new  orientation  course.  Col- 
lege 101.  In  addition  to  helping 
students  leam  about  Wesleyan,  Col- 
lege 101  afforded  each  first-year  stu- 
dent the  chance  to  get  involved  in  a 
community  service  program  in  the 
Rocky  Mount  area. 


In  September  1992,  we  launched 
ADVANTAGE,  an  accelerated  de- 
gree completion  program  for  adults. 
Enrollment  in  ADVANTAGE  grew  to 
175  students  by  May,  representing  41 
corporations  in  the  Triangle  area  of 
North  Carolina.  Also  in  September, 
our  sense  of  community  was  ex- 
panded with  the  beginning  of  broad- 
casting of  WESQ,  Wesleyan's  public 
radio  station.  By  the  spring  of  1994, 
we  expect  that  the  station  will  be  on 
the  air  for  18  hours  a  day,  each  day  of 
the  week. 

For  over  30  years,  discussions  con- 
cerning the  building  of  an  auditorium 
and  fine  arts  center  on  campus  have 
excited  the  imaginations  at  the  Col- 
lege and  in  the  community.  At  pres- 
ent we  have  obtained  $4.7  million  in 
gifts  and  pledges  towards  the  total 
cost  of  $6.5  million.  Architects  have 
completed  working  drawings  for  the 
auditorium,  and  drawings  for  the 
renovation  of  the  original  campus 
power  plant  as  a  fine  arts  classroom 
building  should  be  completed  during 
the  fall  of  1993. 


The  mission  of  North  Carolina 
Wesleyan  College  is  to  help  our 
students  and  our  community  prepare 
for  the  future.  Our  degree  programs 
afford  students  the  opportunity  to  ac- 
quire the  intellectual  capacity  to  be  ef- 
fective citizens  in  a  world  of  change 
and  complexity.  Our  public  service 
programs  enrich  the  cultural  and 
educational  life  of  our  region.  None 
of  this  work  would  be  possible 
without  the  continued  support  of  in- 
dividuals working  together  to  make 
Wesleyan's  philosophy*  reality.

It  was  not  long  after  that 
founding  day  in  1956  that  Raymond 
Bauer  moved  to  Rocky  Mount  to  join 
the  faculty.

During  1992-93,  North  Carolina  Wesleyan  College's  Collection  of 
Pre-Columbian  Art  and  Artifacts  grew  steadily  thanks  to  gene- 
rous donations  by  conscientious,  community-minded  citizens. 
The  Collection  includes  artifacts  and  objects  of  art  from  North, 
Central,  and  South  America  spanning  time  from  the  Paleo-Indian 
Period  to  the  Colonial  Period. 

Daniel  G.  Gall,  instructor  in  Wesleyan's  science  department,  has 
been  instrumental  in  bringing  this  project  to  campus.  Dan  Gall, 
doctoral  candidate  in  archaeological  geology  at  UNC-Chapel  Hill 
specializes  in  analyzing  lithic  artifacts. 

The  Wesleyan  Collection  of  Pre-Columbian  Art  and  Artifacts  is 
currently  on  display  in  the  Browsing  Room  of  the  Braswell 
Memorial  Library;  however,  provision  for  a  gallery  to  house  the 
collection  is  part  of  the  plans  for  Wesleyan's  future  art  complex.
